AMERICAN AFFAIRS. 

A few days oro wo announced in oar tolc- 
grapliio despatches that President Johnson 
bad given a second veto— that ho had refused 
to sanction the Civil Rights Hill which 
passed both Houses of Congress. The gen- 
eral tenor of tho bill was to plaoo tho colored 
pooplo in every state of tho union on an 
equality with while men bofore tho law. The 
President took oxception to llio measure on 
the old ground oT tho sovereignly of tho 
States, and contended that Congress had no 
right to dictate to ibe States what laws they 
Bhould mal;o. The question id even a moro 
important ono than that of tho " Freedman'a 
Bureau,'' and both Houses of CongrosH nro 
more cautious in their movements to destroy 
tho President's veto. Tho press ol all sidos 
agreo that the chasm which now oxists bo- 
tween the Fresidenl and Congress cannot he 
bridged over. There can bo no compromise 
between an ultra democrat, which Johnson is 
now proving himself to be, and radical re- 
publicans. The only result, therefore, i 
tory or defeat.

Tho Tribune, the organ of tho radical re- 
publicans, saya lhat the President " has 
ohoson to let us know that not this particu- 
lar bill, but any measure whereby Congress 
shall nttompl to protect tho blacks against 
white abuse, must encounter his determined 
deathly opposition." And tho World, an 
ultra democratio papor, assorts that the con- 
flict between tho President nnd Congress 
admits ol no cornpromi3o." We, therefore, 
seo Congress arming for tho light ; and John- 
ion using all his power and patronage to 
carry tho various elections which are at pres- 
ent taking placo nnd those that will shortly 
be on tho political programme. At the 
present time ono or two members added to 
either party in the Senate would turn tbo 
ecale either way. Tho total number ol 
members in tho Senate by recent telegrams, 
ia 49 ; out ol these 31 are against the Presi- 
dent, 15 in his lavor, and 3 absent through 
sickness. Ono of these three — senator Fooie 
of Vermont— has, however, since died and 
n republican sonator has boon appointed by 
the Governor in his place. This will, there- 
fore give to tha mnjority 32 voles against 
15, An election for senator is hiking place 
in Now Jersey which is expeoled to result in 
favor of tho republicans, so that everything 
seems to loreehndow a great victory for Con- 
gress. The next telegraphic news we receive 
will, in all probability, give us the result ol 
tho Presidential conflict — wheihor or not the 
Civil Rights bill has been passed by Ibe 
necessary two-thirds mnjority. If Congress 
Baoceeds it will be literally a deatb-blow tn 
the President, who has taken a most deter- 
mined stand on the question. There is, how- 
ever, no| doubt about Congress gaining its 
point ultimately. In nearly all tho Slnle 
or local elections which have been re- 
cently carried, thu Congressional parly have 
come oat victoriously. In Connecticut, after 
a very exciting contest n republican Governor 
baa been elected, and this in despite of 
everything iho President could do or Bay. 
With all tho imporinneu of tho result, there 
wa9 something essentially amusing in I li u 
canvass. Two candidates ran — ono a re- 
publican and the oiber a 'en.ocrot The 
first went to tbo President to see if his views 
were favorable to the Executive, and was 
told that "whatever difference of opinion he 
(Johnson) had with the members of the 
Union parly, ho expected to light it out 
within tho lines oT that political organiza- 
tion." This was published in duo course, 
and in duo course gave much aggra- 
vation to iho democrat, who felt ceiluin 
lhat he ha.l the President's support. Away 
then this candidate trotted to tho Preai 
dent, when tho latter delivered hiinsell 
in the following oructilur fashion : " When 
I said Iho Union party, 1 did not mean the 
mou who are trying to break up the Union 
party, but men who stayed by me. I believe 
tho maintenance of tho Union depend'! on 
the policy which I have indicated in Congress. 
Those who sustain thai polic) are my friends, 
those who opposo it I certainly have no de- 
siro to seo elected lo any office. 'I ho party 
ol Radicals is not the Union party." To give 
elfecl lo his language he accopts iho resigna- 
tion of postmasters who support the Repub- 
lican candidate, and refuses to rccoivo the 
resignation of those whose sympathies were 
of the Democratio order. The result, how- 
ever, as wo have said, waa against tho Pres- 
ident, not only in Iho eleeiion of Cover nor 
but iu tho election ol tho members ol iho 
Legislature, and we have no reason to doubt 
that other States when it comes to their lurn 
will net in a very different manner.

WtldllTS AND MEASURES. 

This bill camo up for eeoond reading. 
At Ihu Buggcslion ol tho Chief Justice Ihe 
Hon. Attorney General explained the object 
ol tho bill, which was to provide for the 
English (standard of weights nnd measures in 
this colony nud to appoint Inspectors to en- 
force the observance ol tho law. 

Hon. Mr. Fraser said that the rsyslom sug- 
gested would onlail a stall of clerks to re- 
duco one sttindnrd ol weights and measures 
to another. Many peoplu in businers here 
were accustomed and wedded to the Ameri- 
can standard of weights and measures, and 
il was convenient to them. 

The Hon. Attorney Ucneral explained that 
the principle ol thu bill was that the person 
buying u cerluin quantity of any article 
-should get it, und not bo cheated. It did 
not signify whether Ihoro wero ono or two 
' standards so long as Ihe buyer was prelected 
nnd Inspectors enabled lo ecu t but the 
standards wero observed. 

Hon Colonial Secretary thought it innsl 
desirublo that ihe colony which had now 
been settled some years should have soino 
standard of weights and measures. At 
present a butcher might send you lUtti of 
meat by his scales, and on weighing it by a 
pair of English scales it would only make 
'Jlli. i )u remonstrating with llio butcher he 
would loll you that his soulos wore right 
and yours weie wrong. 

Hon. Air. Rhodes would like to soo, as 
Ihis was an important measure some moro 
time taken over it. For years thero hud not 
oven bteu an Imperial gauging tod here, and 
Hie contents of a cask wero ascertained by 
an American gauging rod, nnd the Imperial 
gallons reduced to ihu American, or vice 
versa. He approved of a standard of weights 
und measures, but would like to see the sys- 
tem assimilated to those in use in countries 
around us, and instanced a case lately whero 
a merchant from Sitka enquired the price of 
goods, and on being informed said they were 
too dear ; on its being explained to hun how- 
ever, 1 1 1 nt lha Imperial gallon exceeded the 
American hu was satisfied with the price but 
begged that thu goods shuuld bo invoiced ut 
the American measure, as they were ac- 
customed to no other in their oolony. The 
bale with iho neighboring territories would 
increase and so would Iho trade with Sitka 
and tho Sandwich Islands, and il was there- 
lore advisable to assimilate our system as 
mu'has possible to Ihose in force there. Ho 
moved ihat the multor be deferred and evi-

a commercial community, and it was advisa- 
ble lo frame such laws us would best lurthor 
the commercial interests. Ho, therefore, 
thought, with the Hon. Mr. Rhodes, that limu 
should be taken and the evidonoo of commer- 
cial men received. The lion, gentleman al- 
luded to ihe complications which arose from 
Ihe standard system of English weights and 
measures. A ton of coals was called 2210 
lbs., which really represented nothing, whereas 
the Americans simplified ii by calling it 2000 
lbs. Ho questioned, therefore, whether it 
would not be bolter to adopt tht) decimal 
system at once, as most suited to the require- 
ments of trade. 

The Hon. Colonial Secretary euid tho 
Council appealed to bo agreed that some sys- 
tem was required, and it struck him that it 
would be better simply to make the English 
p iiind weight the standard pound, the Kiifclish 
yard the standard yard, and so on, and abol- 
ish bushels and Ihe oilier dry measures. 

The Hon. Surveyor General called attention 
to tho lad that from tho absence of any 
standard of measures in this colony each 
Surveyor hud his own chain, nnd there was 
no appeal. The chain he used diOerod from 
the others, Rnd it gave risu lo serious incon- 
venience. Ho seconded Ihe morion to defer. 

The Hon, Attorney Generul remarked that 
a number ol lowu lets of 60 feet frontage 
were laid out, and caph had measured oil bis 
80 feet, and the owner ol iho last lot fouud he 
had 70 feet 

The lion. Surveyor General said that wna 
done purposely lo avoid disputes. 

Thu bill wua llicu deferred. 

BIRTHS, DEATHS AND II Altai AGES. 

Tho bill providing for the registration of 
biiths. deutliB and marriages camu up for 
second reading. 

Thu Hon. Attorney General oxplaiued the 
object of the bill. 

Considerable discussion ensued, in the 
course of which Iho Uoo. Chiel Juslicu drew 
attention to tho faot thai not a piece ol con- 
secrated giound hud heen set nside lor inter- 
menl in uny of the districts oullyi ig Victoria, 
which he looked upon as a serious evil. He 
had been made awaru ol llus eiroumslance 
Irom enquiring into tho ostalo of a man who 
recently died, leaving seven orphan children 
unprovided 1 ir. Tha father, who was round 
dead on Ihe Suanioti road, lefl few things 
behind him, which realised same $150, and 
undertakers and everybody grabbed at it. — 
Seeing u charge made of ;ji3b lur oonveyiog 
the body lo the gmvo tie felt inclined tu dis- 
allow it, bui was informed that there was no 
other buriul giound except the Victoria 
cemetery to which Iho body aoqld he con- 
veyed, not even nt Kequimalt, and he hoped 
that the attention ol ihe Legislature would he 
drawn to this fact. 

The general principle of Iho bill appeared 
lo meet with the approval of the Council, 
mid the bill passed the seoond reading, when 
llio Ccunoil adjourned. 



New f oiik, March 28— Tho strmmor China 
arrived Ihis evening with Liverpool dates lo 
March 17th. 

In the House of Lords, March 16th, Earl 
Grey, nflor a long ripeech on tho Irish dis- 
turbance, moved that tho House no into 
Committee to consider tho slalo of Ireland.

In tho House -of Commons Lnird said 
promises had bean received from Spain, Chile 
and Peru ihat vessels now building in Eng- 
land should not leave until thu pending dnii 
cullies should bo nettled. 

The Corps Lngislatif wns debating a par- 
agraph in the address relative to intornational 
liberties, and Jules Favol spoke in auppurl 
of the amendment of the opposition. During 
his Bpocch ho was called to ordei by the 
President for attacking the constitution, 
Other speeches were raadu in favor of tho 
amendment, which, however, was liutilly re- 
jected by a vote ol 238 to 72. 

A telogram says tho convention with 
Moxico in rolercuco to recruiting in Austria 
a volunteer corps for Bcrvice in Mexico, was 
signed on tho 15th by Count Mcnsdorf, the 
Mexican Minisier. 

Tho Loudon journals say the King of Prus- 
sia lias overruled VonBismarok. An ar- 
rangement may yot bo ofiectod by which 
Austria may consent io the annexation of 
Settles wig- HoUtein lo Prussia. It is said to 
be in contemplation to give back Sobleswig 
lo Denmark, as n concession to the public 

The Cor!; Examiner says it has excellent 
re.isons for knowing that tho report current 
for tho last five days ihat Stephens had leully 
lefl Ireland is correct, and Ihat Stephens 
prior to his departure had enjoined on the 
members of Iho brotherhood in Ireland the 
advisability of paying more attention lor the 
present to their peaceful pursuits than they 
had been doing for somo time.
